City's biggest budget --no tax increase

City Council Tuesday night will begin 
studies on the largest budget in the his­ 
tory of the city — but one which calls 
for no increase in the property 
tax 
rate. 
The operating budget for the fiscal 
year beginning July 1 is put at $3,438,- 
671, an increase of $215,188 over last 
year. The budget is predicated on a 
$1.24 property tax rate of each $100 
assessed valuation. 
In his statement to City Council, City 
Administrator Gene Wählers, author of 
the budget, points out that the budget is 
designed to continue the present levels of 
all municipal services, to expand and im­ 
prove city recreation activities, to com­ 
plete capital improvement programs and 
to maintain adequate fund balances at 
no increase in taxes. 


Highlights of the 1969-1970 budget in­ 
clude these factors, according to Wäh­ 
lers: 
-No increase in the $1.24 tax rate. 
-Continuation of the present level of 
municipal 
services with continued con­ 
centration on administrative 
improve­ 
ments to make city government func­ 
tions as economical and responsive to 
citizen needs as possible. 
-Conservative but adequate appropri­ 
ations throughout. 
-City-wide street improvement and 
maintenance program. 
-Extensive 
city beautification and 
park development projects for Flores­ 
ta, Johns-Manville, Pioneer, Ryon and 
Thompson Parks. 
—Establishment of a new street light 
improvement program installing modern 
mercury vapor lamps at mid-block lo­ 
cations in long residential blocks for 
greater pedestrian and motorist safety 
and citizen security. 
-An expanded city recreation pro- 


gram with supervised summer play­ 
ground activities at Thompson, Pioneer 
and Floresta Parks. 
-A substantial equipment moderniza­ 
tion program to replace worn out and 
high maintenance cost vehicles. 
-Inclusion of reserves for equitable 
salary adjustments for all city em­ 
ployes. 
The total budget for the coming fiscal 
year is $4,136,591, up $39,961 over last 
year. The income from property taxes 
is estimated at $404,400 based on a net 
total assessed 
valuation of $31,782,- 
930. 
The property tax income will be 
divided along these lines: 
General Fund............ $ .75 
Library Fund.................15 
Retirement Fund . . . 
.34 
Total.................. $1.24 
The fact that the new budget does not 
reflect any anticipated increase in pro­ 
perty taxes is expected to weigh heavily 
on the minds of many voters when they 
go to the polls Tuesday to determine 
the fate of the fire improvement bond 
issue. 
City Council already has indicated it 
plans to take the ten-cents which goes 
annually into the Civic Center Acquisi­ 
tion Fund to retire the fire improvement 
bond — if it receives the affirmative vote 
of the people. It is estimated that about 
12-cents would be required on the tax 
rate to provide the annual repayment of 
the bond. The remaining two-cents would 
come from other sources to preclude 
any increase whatsoever in the tax 
rate, officials said. 
If the City Council adopts the budget 
and holds the line on the tax rate, it 
will be the fifth consecutive year that 
the city has not increased its property 
tax rate. 
Most other government enti­ 
ties including the county and school dis­ 
trict appear headed for tax increases. 
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County coast development 


tied to Air Force study

A study which may determine how hun­ 
dreds of acres of valuable coastline 
from South Vandenberg to Gaviota de­ 
velop 
is now being considered at the 
Pentagon level, it was announced yester­ 
day. 
The announcem ent cam « at a special 
meeting convened at Vandenberg Air 
Force Base. It was the first meeting 
in which all interested parties, including 
military represented by Maj. Gen. Ger­ 
ald W. Johnson, commander of Vanden­ 
berg, and Maj. Gen. Clifford J.Kronauer, 
commander of the AF Western Test 
Range; 
state, 
county, 
city and pri­ 
vate developers, got together to discuss 
the study and its relationship to county 
property and its developments. 
Air Force spokesmen spelled out the 
Air Force’s interest in the property, 
which lies generally within the safety 
impact lines of space vehicles which will 
be launched toward polar orbits. 
William Fick, 
deputy civil engineer 
for Vandenberg, told the audience of 
more than 30 people, that in the future, 
different launch vehicles having different 
missions may infringe on portions of the 
coastal property not now owned nor leas­ 
ed by the government. He said the Air 
Force’s mission requirements are pres­ 
ently being studied and that the findings 
would be available within a few months. 
Fick pointed out that the safety zone 
and the required impact limit lines 
would vary from vehicle \'o vehicle, from 
mission to mission and from day to day 
because of weather conditions. He said 
these factors coupled with risks to peo­ 
ple and property made it necessary for 
the Air Force to Initiate the studv. 
He said the Air Force is concerned 
over its capability to conduct all re­ 
quired space launch operations from 
Vandenberg 
Air Force Base without 
payload penalties, and at the same time 
insure that these operations do not eo> 
danger the civilian populace. The Air 
Force is considering new programs that 
may be launched in a more southeaster­ 
ly direction than any now being flown 
from Vandenberg. Since these are re­ 
search and development programs, po- 
tential hazards could exist and some 
degree of control over privately owned 
lands in the area may be necessary to 
assure maximum safety, he said. 
“ The programs and the potential haz­ 
ards involved are currently undergoing 
detailed technical evaluation under the 
direction of the Assistant Secretary of 
the Air Force for Research and Develop­ 
ment. The study will carefully consider 
all aspects of the proposed programs 
to include factors relating to the type 
and size of the launch booster vehicle, 
azimuth of the launch, potential 
wind 
conditions at the time of launch, expect­ 
ed performance of booster involved and 
the areas which are subject to impact 
by normal jettisoning of boosters or de­ 
bris in event of booster 
failure 
and 
subsequent destruct action,’* Fick ex­ 
plained. 
Representatives of the Macco Develop­ 
ment Co., a private firm which has 
announced plans to construct a 6,000 
second-home community in the area un­ 
der study, urged the Air Force to speed 
up its study efforts. 
The firm 
owns 
14,000 acres in the area. Patrick Munn, 
vice president for the Co., stated that 
the firm is presently losing about $2,000 
daily because it can’t go forward with de- 
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velopment plans. 
He said much of the 
land presently is being leased 
for 
grazing purposes but that such use does 
not return enough money to meet the 
county tax payments. “ We are nearing 
the end of our ability to hold the land,” 
he said. He also pointed out that the 
firm could subdivide the property into 
100-acre parcels and then the govern­ 
ment would have to deal with 140 dif­ 
ferent property owners instead of just 
Macco. 


Gen. Kronauer, assured the Macco 
representatives that he was personally 
aware that the study was being expedited 
at the Washington level and that it was 
moving along as rapidly as possible. 


Another Macco official stressed that 
because the Air Force is such a large 
county industry with a payroll upwards 
of $8 million monthly that the county is 
sympathetic to its needs. “ Economical­ 
ly, our property already has been taken 
because of this feature, he said. “ The 
base represents a huge economic im­ 
pact and in a county where it is needed 
it is only natural they tend to cooperate 
with that force.” 
The Macco 
representative didn’t ex­ 
plain who “ they” are but presumably he 
was referring to various county offi­ 
cials who have a say in the general plan 
requirements for the proposed develop­ 
ment. 
Robert C. Lilley, a member of the 
County Planning Commission, took ex­ 
ception to the inference that county of­ 
ficials were delaying Macco plans or 
placing stumbling blocks in the path 
of the development on behalf of the Air 
Force. 


Lilley, 
speaking as a private citi­ 
zen, 
completely 
exonerated the Air 
Force as regards interference in the 
development of the coastal area. 
Lilley said that . . . 
Macco delays 
have not been caused by the Air Force 
but caused by soul-searching questions 
(on the part of county planners) regard­ 
ing the land —questions regarding wat­ 
er and flood control. We have asked for 
detailed staff analyses so that we can 
examine these 
areas. Those are the 
reasons for the long deliberations. We 
are concerned about land use and not 
Air Force safety,” Lilley said. 
A representative of the State Depart­ 
ment of Harbors and Water Craft told 
(he group that the state had budgeted 
for several years funds to conduct a 
study of the Cojo Bay area for possible 
use as a refuge harbor for small craft. 
He stressed that the state is not inter­ 
ested in developing the area as a multi­ 
use area or for permanent docking. 
He said he understood that the Corps of 
Engineers had held up a navigational 
permit to the state necessary before 
the study could be initiated. 
He asked 
if the pending Air Force study could 
be the reason for holding up the permit 
and if so could the state and Air Force 
work concurrently. 
The Air Force spokesman said that 
he could not answer specifically whether 
such was the case but that he did not 
see how the Air Force study would hold 
up the state study. 
Fick 
said that the study presently 
underway would consider such fac­ 
tors as land values, mission needs and 
other factors 
relating to impact limit 
lines. However, he stressed that no de­ 
cision has been made to date regarding 
just what course of action the Air Force 
may take in the matter.

Button,

third party candidate for the 
presidency last year. She died 
in office. 


Button, 51, said he had known 
Flowers about five years and 
had 
admired 
his efforts to 
investigate the Ku Klux Klan 
while serving from 1962 to 1966 
as Alabama attorney general. 


"Because of his abilities and 
his experience as a business­ 
man, legislator, lawyer, admi­ 
nistrator and public official, 
Richmond Flowers will be able 
to perform a unique function 
for me and for my services to 
the 29th district,” said Button, 
whose 
constituency 
includes 
Albany and Schenectady, N.Y.

Kidnaper's 
wife lives in

MIAMI (UFiy-Still in love 
with "the most fascinating man

convicted kidnaper Gary Steven 
Krist

quietly

California with her two sons, 
and is "as happy as could be 
expected.” 
In a copyrighted interview 
with the Miami Herald pub­ 
lished Thursday, Carmen Krist, 
22, said she has had a few 
dates since her husband sent 
her to California to live with 
her parents Dec. 13, but has 
"no romantic attachments.” 


"I don’t think 1 ever will 
again,” she said. "I still love 
Gary. 
I knew what he was 
when I married him. I went 
into 
it 
with my eyes wide 
open.” 
The Herald interviewed Mrs. 
Krist at Redwood City, Calif., 
where she has lived since Krist 
sent her home from the trailer 
park where they lived in Miami 
four days before the kidnaping 
of heiress Barbara Jane Mack- 
le. 


Krist was convicted of the 
kidnaping last week at Decatur, 
Ga., and was sentenced to life 
in prison. 
Mrs. Krist said she wants to 
take some college courses and 
earn a teaching certificate so 
she 
can 
teach 
elementary 
school. 


"The children and I are well, 
as happy as could be expected, 
and I am still in love with my 
husband,” she told the Herald. 
She described her husband of 
four 
years 
as 
the 
"most 
fascinating man I ever met. 
When he wants to turn it on, he 
can charm the birds right out 
of the trees." 


Mrs. Krist said her oldest 
son, Gary Steven Jr., 2 1-2, 
"asks me once in awhile where 
his daddy is and I just tell him 
‘far, far away,’ and change the 
subject.

Moments later, barrages of 
shotgun pellets tore through the 
assembly line 
area of 
the 
Wisconsin Motors Corp. milita­ 
ry engine plant. 
“ Call 
police—we’ve 
got a 
crazy 
man 
with 
a 
gun!” 
shouted a frantic worker who 
rushed 
from 
the 
building. 
Others took cover in the work 
area. Some fled by other exits 
and tore their hands trying to 
scale a 10-foot barbed wire 
fence to safety. 


It was over in five minutes: 
Nine employes and a policeman 
were wounded by an estimated 
15 to 18 shotgun blasts, and 
James 
N. 
Flippin, 
26, fell 
wounded in a gunbattle with 
police. He died about six hours 
later. 
Flippin, a Negro who had 
expressed "resentment against 
white 
authority” 
during his 
three years of employment at 
the plant, had been fired about 
two weeks ago for insubordina­ 
tion and striking a foreman. He 
had been in the process of 
appealing the dismissal.

Communist troops 
whose 48-hour truce had begun 
at 7 a.m. Thursday. It was the 
13th cease-fire of the Vietnam 
War. 
Saigon government spokes­ 
men reported 25 Communist 
violations between the time the 
guerrilla standdown started and

The announcement said the 
incidents killed four civilians 
and three village or hamlet

South Vietnamese soldiers and 
18 civilians. 
In the first eight hours of the

Chargers' Gilman paves way for 
jobs for San Diego youngsters 


NEW YORK - (NEA) - In 
one sense, the city of San Diego 
is fighting violence with vio­ 
lence. 
San Diego, so far, has been 
relatively spared the confronta­ 
tions and conflagrations of many 
other cities. San Diego wants to 
keep things serene 
And the mayor, Frank Curran, 
lias asked Sid Gillman to help. 
Gillman is coach and general 
manager of the San Diego Char­ 
gers, a group of hippopotamic 
youth who go around on Sun­ 
days from September through 
December trying to dismember 
others of their race. 
Gillman is now also chair­ 
man of Job Fair ’69, a com­ 
munity effort to find summer 
employment for 6,000 - 7,000 
disadvantaged kids from 16 to 
21. 
From banks to butcher shops, 
from the office of the rear ad­ 
miral to the office of the Team­ 
sters' boss, Gillman lias been 
leading 
interference for sum­ 
mer jobs for youngsters. 


In a letter to thousands of 
San Diego employers, Gillman 
wrote: 
“ There are certain situations 
in pro football when you must 
produce or punt, take the play 
to the opposition or let him 
take it away from you. In our 
community today we are faced 
with 
a 
must - produce situ­ 
ation . . . 
“ We all know the alternative 
to work is idleness and poten­ 
tial disorder. By making jobs 
available we can lick a prob­ 
lem before it becomes a prob­ 
lem. •* 


On June 4, Job Fair ’69 reach­ 
es its fruition. The recruited 
youth will be bused to city hall 
where they will be interviewed 
and hired by their new employ­ 
ers. Charger players will act 
as hosts. 
“ I was hesitant about taking 
on this job, at first,” said 
Gillman. “ Lord knows I have 
enough to do. But then I thought 
that we all have an obligation 


to contribute to community af­ 
fairs. So I agreed to run the cam­ 
paign.” 
The Job Fair concept, under 
sponsorship of the National A l­ 
liance of 
Businessmen, was 
tried in four cities last year:

But he did offer 
Simpson $5,000 if he is .selected 
rookie of the year. Simpson, 
meanwhile, withdrew his re­ 
quest for a $500,000 loan for 
investment purposes but hiked 
his salary demands by $50,000 
to $650,000. 
Wilson said he has “ talkedto 
a 
few 
clubs” 
about 
the 
possibility of trading Simpson, 
but 
has 
not yet reached a 
decision. 
“ The way it stands right now 
I will not play for Mr. Wilson,”

budge. 
Undaunted, management pro­ 
claimed the night a howling suc­ 
cess, anyway. As groundskeep- 
ers scrurried about in center­ 
field, doing emergency clean­ 
up work, a club official proud­ 
ly stated, “We gotta have more 
of this stuff. There were 348 
paid admissions tonight.” 
Such is the condition, ludi­ 
crous as it may seem, if minor 
league baseball today. Even the 
most solid of minor league ci­ 
ties are resorting to gimmick­ 
ry as the specter of financial 
involvency closes in. Here in 
Buffalo, where minor league 
ball has been played continu­ 
ously for 92 years, home games 
are no longer billed as simply, 
Buffalo vs. Richmond, or Ro­ 
chester, or Syracuse. 
Instead, it’s either Barber 
Night, Soup Night, Kite Night or, 
deliver us, Four Leaf Clover 
Night. 
The gimmicks are usually 
conceived in the fertile minds 
of men like Joe Morrison, who 
is general manager, publicity 
director and chief pitchman for 
the Buffalo Bisons. He says he 
doesn’t enjoy dreaming up the 
promotional gimmicks (he calls 
them extravaganzas, naturally) 
but he has no other choice. 
“ Minor league baseball is 
fighting a losing battle.” he

The 
suit would break and West 
would have to discard on the 
fourth club He clearly could 
not afford to let a diamond 
or spade go so would chuck 
a heart. Now would come 
the 
Vienna 
Coup. 
South 
would cash his ace of spades 
in order to establish W est’s 
king. This nam e is now ap­ 
plied to all plays of this sort 
w henever they come up and 
is m ade every day by some 
expert.

past television year for the 
reality seen on the home screen 
than for the entertainment. 
Among the documentaries, 
for instance, there were such 
hours as CBS-TV’s “ Hunger in 
America,” 
and 
the 
same 
network’s prim etim e conversa­ 
tions 
with 
Supreme 
Court 
Justice Hugo Black and Eric 
Hoffer, 
the ex-longshoreman 
and philosopher. 
There was NBC-TV's memor­ 
able pitcorial essay entitled 
“ Confrontation,” focussing on 
the 
many 
sides 
of campus 
unrest. There was ABC-TV’s 
“ Hemingway's Spain: A Love 
Affair.” and ABC-TV also came 
up with “ Three Young Ameri­ 
cans in Search of Survival,” an 
upbeat 
two-hour 
study 
of 
conservationist whose salvag­ 
ing projects ranged from land to 
waterways to people. 
All 
three 
of 
the 
major 
commercial networks covered 
themselves with honor in their 
reporting-under difficult condi­ 
tions—of the controversial De­ 
mocratic National Convention 
in Chicago. Charles Kuralt’s 
bits of Americana in his “ On 
the Road” features for CBS- 
TV’s 
evening news were a 
constant delight. And the new 
anti-cigarette commercials, ap­ 
pearing in a sudden splurge, 
were not only effective, but 
brilliantly done. 


The assassinations of Dr. 
Martin Luther King Jr. and 
Robert F. Kennedy had a great 
effect on television in the past 
year. King’s murder, causing 
an ominous sense of unrest in 
the nation, helped prompt the 
networks to deal-for the first 
tim e—with Negro history and 
culture 
in a major way in 
special video programs. 


Series stemming from these 
efforts included C BiTV ’ s “ Of 
Black 
America,” 
ABC-TV’s 
“ Time 
for Americans” and 
National 
Educational 
Televi­ 
sion's “ Black Journal.” But 
these were quite awhile back— 
and not a single sim ilar series 
appeared regularly on a com­ 
mercial network in prim e time 
during the past season. 


The 
slaying 
of Kennedy, 
coming shortly after the King 
killing, prompted a crackdown 
on much unnecessary violence 
in television’s 
entertainment 
programs. 
Only 
three 
days 
before horrified viewers witne­ 
ssed the 
aftermath 
of 
the 
Kennedy assassination in the 
Ambassador 
Hotel 
in 
Los 
Angeles, they had seen him in a 
widely-publicized national video 
discussion with Sen. Eugene 
McCarthy, one of his competi­ 
tors for the Democratic pres­ 
idential nomination. 


As revulsion grew against 
pointless mayhem in television 
entertainment, a national com­ 
mission investigating violence 
in american life was told by 
President Johnson to explore, 
among other questions, this 
one: 


“ Are the seeds of violence 
nurtured 
through 
the public 
airwaves, 
the 
screens 
of 
neighborhood theaters, the news 
media 
and 
other 
forms 
of 
communications that reach the 
young?” 


Reality dominated the home 
screen time and again during 
the year. There was the ever­ 
present 
Vietnam 
War, 
and 
there was President Johnson’s 
bombing 
halt. 
The 
national 
political conventions, of course, 
made history, and these were 
followed by the Richard Nixor*- 
Hubert Humphrey-George Wal­ 
lace campaign competition, and 
the election night cliffhanger 
that caused many televiewers 
to go without sleep awaiting the 
outcome. 


Television programs showed 
a new concern with the survival 
of the cities, and even sponsors 
editorialized about the urgency 
of 
urban 
renewal 
and the 
necessity for businesses and 
individuals to get involved with 
it. On the sports side, ABC-TV 
offered its usual superb cover­ 
age 
of the 
Olympics. And, 
significantly, in the area of 
commentary, 
many m a j o r 
broadcasting 
newsmen spoke 
out on the Vietnam War. 


On the debit side, the lack of 
suspension of the equal time 
provision during the political 
campaign resulted, of course, in 
candidates paying for their own 
broadcasts, with the culmina­ 
tion being distasteful twohour 
telethons by both Nixon and 
Humphrey 
on election 
eve. 


Thus were candidates for the 
nation’s highest office reduced 
to making their eleventh-hour 
bids 
in 
glorified 
television 
commercials.

Marijuana smokers can operate 
a driving simulator as well 
when they are high as they can 
under normal conditions. But if 
they are flying on booze, their 
performance drops by 15 per 
cent. 
Those are the conclusions of 
a six-week study of the effects 
of marijuana and alcohol on 
simulated driving performance. 
The study, involving use of an 
automobile 
version 
of 
an 
aircraft trainer, is believed to 
be the first of its kind in the 
nation. 
The study was conducted by 
Alfred 
Crancer 
Jr., 
chief 
researcher of the Washington 
State 
Department 
of 
Motor 
Vehicles. The work was done at 
the University of Washington 
Department of Pharmacology. 
This does 
n o t necessarily 
mean 
that 
a 
person 
who 
smokes marijuana and drives is 
less a threat on the highway 
than when he is in his normal 
state. 
Crancer says it will take 
further research involving ac­ 
tual 
driving to answer that 
question. But his study, along 
with two related projects he 
has undertaken, indicates that 
the 
common b e l i e f that 
marijuana smoking and driving 
is as risky as drinking and 
driving may have to undergo 
substantial alteration. 
One 
related study showed 
that “an increase in (simula­ 
tor) errors was associated with 
an increase in the number of 


accidents and violations on a 
driving record.” 
A second related study found 
that persons arrested for use of 
marijuana had 
39 per cent 
more accidents and 180 per 
cent 
more 
violations 
than 
average drivers of the same 
age and sex. 
Put 
together, 
the 
three 
studies suggest: 
—that alcohol impairs actual 
driving 
ability 
more 
than 
marijuana. 
—that 
marijuana 
smoking 
itself may not be the cause of 
the arrested user’s poor driving 
record. 


Crancer 
cautions that the 
simulator is easier to operate 
than an automobile so that 
some effects of driving while 
high on marijuana may yet be 
hidden. 
For instance, one area the 
simulator could not test was 
whether marijuana or alcohol 
would alter the speed at which 
subjects normally drive. 


Crancer said marijuana users 
“often report alteration of time 
and space perceptions, leading 
to a difference sense of speed. ” 
Users, he said, report they tend 
to drive more slowly while high 
and have feelings of anxiety 
when a car is accelerating. 
He 
is 
formulating a new 
research project which would 
allow tests in actual automo­ 
biles. The test cars would be 
specially-equipped and the test 
course would be designed to 
avoid the possibility of serious 
accidents. 
Chumash Indian life to 
be studied by State 


Valuable knowledge of prehis­ 
toric Chumash Indian life will be 
gained because of an action tak­ 
en today by the California High­ 
way Commission. 
The 
Commission allocated 
$30,000 for archeological sal­ 
vage at two Indian village sites 
in the path of future Route 101 
freeway construction near Re­ 
fugio State Beach 
in Santa 
Barbara County 
Commissioner Chairman Ver­ 
non J. Cristina 
said that one 
former village, on the edge of 
a small bay, is believed to be 
one of the main landing places 
of the Chumash in their trade 
with other Indian groups on 
the Channel Islands. 
Archeologists have suggest­ 
ed that the village may have 
served as a focal point for 
trade in soapstone for uten­ 
sils, asphalt for water-proof­ 
ing baskets, and shell goods 
in great demand by tribes as 
inland as the San Joaquin Val­ 
ley. 
Salvaging artifacts at this 
location should provide data 
on the development of plank 
canoes, a basic feature of Chu­ 
mash 
life 
in early 
historic 
times, as well as information 
on population, diet, house types 
and length of occupation. 
The second village, located 
at the mouth of Refugio Creek, 
has been estimated to be be­ 


tween 6,000 and 8,00 years 
old. It’s inhabitants might have 
been the ancestors of the Chu­ 
mash tribes, Cristina added. 
This area is characterized 
by a scattering of stone tools. 
Since 1957, the Highway Com­ 
mission has authorized the use 
of highway funds to excavate 
and explore sites of historic 
value. 


The actual work is accompl­ 
ished under the direction of the 
Department of Parks and Rec­ 
reation. 
Such locations are identified 
through highway routing maps 
sent to the Department of Parks 
and Recreation by the Depart­ 
ment of Public Works. Park 
and Recreation investigates the 
rights of way indicated by the 
maps to discover if areas of 
prehistoric habitation or sites 
of historic significance are al­ 
ong the highway alignment. 
Artifacts discovered during 
36 sim ilar projects are on per­ 
manent or long-term loan to 
various colleges and institut­ 
ions. 


Construction 
of the lour- 
lane freeway through the two 
villages is scheduled to begin 
this summer. The freeway seg­ 
ment will extend from the El 
Capitan Park Undercrossing to 
one mile west of Refugio.

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Our commitment 


War and peace. 
Simple words, basic words. But they should be more mean­ 
ingful for Americans on this Memorial Day than perhaps any 
before it. For they define the paradox of our national experi­ 
ence. 
As a nation we were born in war and we have known much 
of it as our history has lengthened. More, we have become 
accustomed to doing well in war. From Lexington, Gettysburg 
and Belleau Wood to Normandy, 
Inchon and now Hamburger 
Hill, Americans have ever fought well for cause and country. 
We rejoice in their valor and success. 
Yet we are not a warlike people. The warrior state has nev­ 
er been our 
goal. Our deepest attachments have always been 
to the pursuits of peace. And if we have rejoiced in victory, 
the real reason has not been the material spoils that it might 
bring but because it has meant the return of peace. 
All too often, however, we have taken the return of peace 
as a signal for national relaxation. We have not pursued the 
national welfare and betterment in peace with the ardor and 
valor we have devoted to war. 
On this day when, above all others, we pause to remember 


with pride and pain the tragic, 
ultimate sacrifice all too 
many thousands have had to pay that we might do well in war, 
it is fitting that we also pause to ponder our commitment to 
our honored dead. 
Its fulfillment requires more than flags, flowers and me­ 
morials. It requires that we dedicate ourselves to perfecting 
in peace the society, their sacrifice has preserved with an 
ardor at least equal to theirs in preserving it. 
Today, 
possibly, 
hopefully, we may be about to be given 
another chance to fulfill that commitment. The end of the road 
may be in sight in the most agonizing war in our history. 


But if the road to peace is long and hard, as we have so 
painfully 
learned 
anew, with many bends and detours and 
bridges to cross, the employment of peace to perfect the ideals 
of truth, freedom and brotherhood which sustain us is no 
less difficult. 
Yet this is our task and our commitment. Our message 
for today was stated many years ago by Robert Browning: 
“ He who did well in war just earns the right to begin doing 
well in peace.”

Search that was 


Missing teenagers are literally a dime 
a dozen. Most every family has one at 
one time of another. Despite the stagger­ 
ing number of such incidents over the 
course of time, however, not one to the 
knowledge of the authorities has re­ 
sulted in tragedy. Usually the teenager 
will leave home temporarily because 
of some domestic dispute, or because 
or boredom with the routine of his life 
stay with a friend overnight, and in­ 
evitably wander back home. Usually 
the foray into the world ends when he 
or she gets hungry, or misses the 
family, which is any time from four to 
10 hours. 
Occasionally 
a 
teenager will merely 
be 
“ misplaced” 
temporarily: 
for 
example stay over­ 
night at the home of 
a friend, when the 
family thinks the off­ 
spring is at a dif­ 
ferent home. 
Then there is the 
occasional teenager who runs away to 
visit a father or mother in another 
town. 
Despite the routine nature of the dis­ 
appearances, police and other agencies 
go through an incredible amount of pap­ 
er work and staff time checking out the 
details, always looking for the unusual 
bit of evidence. Usually the teenager re­ 
turns home before the investigation is 
many hours old —or as frequently haj> 
pens is spotted in some public place by 
an alert officer. Such cases are never 
routine, but they are handled in a sys­ 
tematic and pre-set way. 
Last Monday, however, things were 


different 
and police invoked extraor­ 
dinary measures to find a seven year 
old boy who had left the family home 
apparently because he had been dis­ 
ciplined. The father reported his son 
missing late that night after a frantic 
search of the neighborhood immediat­ 
ely around his home. 
All available patrolmen were pressed 
into service. Police Chief Ray Robert­ 
son and Assistant Police Chief James 
Smith took personal charge of the search. 
Calls went out to all city departments, 
to the Sheriffs Department, Air Force, 
Highway Patrol and Federal Correction 
al Institution. Radio and T.V. stations 
were notified. 
A large map of Lompoc police depart­ 
ment was divided up into squares or 
blocks with identifying numbers. Radio 
dispatcher recorded the times each block 
was searched by an officer on patrol. 
By morning Record printing person­ 
nel brushed aside all work on hand to 
print a flyer containing a picture of the 
lost boy and his description. Within an 
hour copies of the flyer were posted 
in every city vehicle and distributed 
to all law enforcement agancies. 
Police strategists under the command 
of Smith reasoned that the boy was still 
in the city and would get hungry since 
they had been told he had a large ap- 
petite:hence all grocery stores and rest­ 
aurants got copies of the flyers and 
were alerted to be on the watch. 
Meanwhile James Brightwell, head 
of the city’s sanitation department com­ 
manded a task force that began a sweep 
on foot of the Santa Ynez River from the 
eastern terminus of the city, west to 
Vandenberg 
Air 
Force Base. 
The 
searchers carried walkie talkies for

contact with authorities. 
It was getting on through the morn­ 
ing 
and still the boy had not been 
found. Air Force personnel were poised 
with helicopter on the base runway wait­ 
ing for the call to take to the air. 
FCI officials pledged the aid of in­ 
mates to form a massive search party 
if needed. Meanwhile the alert spread 
to all companies or authorities operat­ 
ing vehicles with radios. These in­ 
cluded 
Lompoc 
Unified School Dis­ 
trict, Cable TV, General Telephone Co., 
three radio stations, TV Channels 3 
and 12. 
At noon, Smith and his aides de­ 
cided to make the big move by 2 p.m. 
The decision was to be made by Rob­ 
ertson as commander in chief. 
Then it happened. Police Sgt. William 
Gragg on a hunch searched through Lom­ 
poc Shopping Center on foot— and the 
boy was found. 
There is a lot that hasn’t been told in 
this little narative. The family of the 
lost boy had no telephone so a police 
unit had to stop by the house hourly 
in 
order to maintain contact. 
All 
police, fire and city personnel were on 
the ready, even those who would nor­ 
mally have been off duty at the time. 
Thus ended happily an incident that 
proved the efficiency of search efforts 
when the chips were really down. A fine 
performance all around.

WASHINGTON - In the literature of 
free 
expression smuggled out of post- 
Stalinist Russia the short book by Andrei 
D. Sakharov, “ Progress, 
Coexistence 
and Intellectual 
Freedom,” rates at 
the top. 
A forthright plea for freedom 
of thought, it comes from one of the 
world’s 
greatest 
physicists, 
who 
more than any single Soviet scientist 
contributed to the development of the 
Soviet hydrogen bomb at a far earlier 
date than the west had through possible. 
Sakharov 
may feel the same guilt 
afflicting scientists in the west who cre­ 
ated this weapon of incredible mass de­ 
struction. But for a revered 4 8-year- 
old member of the Academy of Sciences 
to declare the “ es­ 
sential” 
need 
for 
freedom 
of thought 
if the world is to be 
saved from destruc­ 
tion 
is indeed 
re­ 
markable. Today the 
triple threat to free- 
~ 
dom of thought comes 
Sakharov 
w r o t e , 
/ w 
“ from 
the 
opium of 
m 
mass culture, 
from 
cowardly, egotistic 
and narrow-minded ideologies and from 
the ossified 
dogmatism of a bureau­ 
cratic 
oligarchy 
and its 
favorite 
weapon, ideological censorship.” 
Convinced that the offensive can al­ 
ways outrun 
the dfensive, 
Sakharov 
called for an agreed moratorium 
on 
construction of an anti-ballistic missile 
system in both countries to save the bil­ 


lions of dollars such a system costs as 
well as to make a start at checkmating 
the arms race. 
His case against still 
another upward 
spiral in the ABM 
sounds like the case many leading Amer­ 
ican scientists are making against de­ 
ployment of the Safeguard missile in 
this country. 
A current report has it that Sakharov 
has been humiliated. He has been de­ 
nied access to the leading nuclear cen­ 
ter at Dubna near 
Moscow. 
And the 
hard-liners in the Academy of Sciences 
have brought about his expulsion for 
writing a book full of “ liberal tenden­ 
cies.” 
The report cannot be verified. Krem- 
linologists 
say that while he may no 
longer be at Dubna he is working in 
another nuclear center. They doubt the 
unprecedented 
step of expelling him 
from the academy. 
Incidentally, 
the 
Sakharov affair has striking parallels 
with the fate of the late Robert Oppen- 
heimer, who was denied access to top- 
secret information after a lengthy hear­ 
ing into his early relationship with com­ 
munists or communist 
sympathizers. 
Whether 
exaggerated or not, the re­ 
port of Sakharov’s troubles underscores 
the hardening attitude in the Soviet Un­ 
ion. His book has never appeared in the 
USSR and if he has been disciplined it 
means that the Kremlin is determined 
the Soviet public will not be influenced 
by any soft line on weapons and nego­ 
tiation. 
It suggests that the eagerness of the 
Kremlin leaders, 
notably 
Premier 
Alexei 
Kosygin, 
in October and No­ 
vember 
to begin negotiating a pause 
in the arms race may have decidedly 
cooled. In the pessimistic 
view the 
cooling off since the military carried 
out the invasion of Czechoslovakia last 
August has gone to such a point that 
arms negotiation in any realistic sense 
may no longer be possible. 
But there are hopeful 
elements evi­ 
dent in two individuals approaching the 
complex and delicate problem with a 
realistic 
understanding 
of what can 
come out of prolonged, complex, diffi- 


cult talks. One is Soviet Ambassador An­ 
atoly Dobrynin. 
The other is Llewel­ 
lyn Thompson who, since retiring from 
the State Department, 
is serving as a 
part-time consultant to the Arms Con­ 
trol and Disarmament Agency. 
Dobrynin was 
to have 
retired as 
ambassador to Washington the first of 
the year. Because he had been so close 
to the issue of negotiations and because 
of his rapport with officialdom, he stay­ 
ed on. With an easy approach and a good 
sense of humor 
Dobrynin has won the 
confidence of many Americans while 
being careful always to stay within the 
frame of his own country’s position. 
In his tour of duty as Ambassador 
to Moscow from 1957 to 1962 Thomp­ 
son, in the same quiet and unassuming 
way, won the confidence of the men in 
the Kremlin. Growing up in las Ani­ 
mas, Colo., there could never be any 
question of his American origins. Out 
of a strong sense of duty he agreed 
after retirement to stay on as consul- 


tant to Gerard C. Smith, 
director of 
the 
Arms 
Control and Disarmament 
Agency. 
This meant turning down high­ 
ly 
lucrative offers. 
The importance 
of his role can hardly be exaggerated 
in the delicate and uncertain phase that 
may or may not end with the two sides 
talking across the table at Geneva. 


When all is said and done, the pro­ 
found differences in the two systems 
may rule out any agreement. The rival­ 
ry for supremacy is great. Hie secre­ 
cy so intensely guarded on the Ameri­ 
can as well as the Soviet side on wea­ 
pons capability and intentions — the vast 
nuclear stockpiles — makes a compro­ 
mise even on an issue with life or death 
in the balance unlikely. On the other 
hand, a ban on nuclear testing in the 
atmosphere was negotiated. The will to 
survive may outweight the forces mov­ 
ing toward annihilation.

In this business, we depend greatly on 
the U.S. mail service for a variety of 
important inputs. At times, we become 
extremely 
frustrated by the fact that 
it 
sometimes takes four days to get an 
important letter from Los Angeles or 
Santa Maria. 
For this reason, we, of course, have 
great interest in President Nixon’s plan 
to convert the postal service from a 
politics-ridden 
cabinet 
department 
to a semi-autonomous government cor­ 
poration. 
The 
immediate reaction, as expect­ 
ed, 
was cool in the 
power 
centers 
on 
Capitol 
Hill, 
with 
little 
chance 
given 
for 
approval 
this 
Congress has a 
deep and prac- 
vested interest 
in the Post Office as 
is, perhaps the vast­ 
est and most politi­ 
cally productive res­ 
ervoir of patronage in the government. 
But the all-important step from dis­ 
cussion and study to action has been 
taken. And the fact that the new Republi­ 
can administration’s plan is in essence 
that 
originally put forward by former 
Democratic Postmaster General Law­ 
rence O'Brien demonstrates that com­ 
mon sense, not politics, is behind the 
modernization drive. 
When and if the reorganization pro­ 
posals, or modifications thereof, even­ 
tually are enacted, 
Americans won’t 
be spending any less to mail their letters 
for sure. Further rises in postal rates 
can be expected. And it is probably too 
much to expect that a reorganized sys­ 
tem will eventually become self-support­ 
ing. 
But the least we have a right to ex­ 
pect from our stamp and subsidy dol­ 
lars is efficient, dependable service, 
and that is the promise that the reor­ 
ganization holds out. 
It is not likely to be achieved this year, 
we are sure, and possibly not next or the 
year after. But if the long overdue re­ 
vamping of the postal system does even­ 
tually come about while he is in office, 
it should rank as one of the landmark 


achievements of President Nixon’s ad­ 
ministration. 


It is no news by now that the longer 
the followers of Marx try to make his 
theories work in practice, the more 
they demonstrate that there are a few 
basic points about human nature the mas­ 
ter did not take into account.
